Mine broke after several years, and I just found the fix at a going out of 
Radio Shack business sale. 


RS has a center coil CB or scanner whip antenna that telescopes like the DX 
Handy used, the only thing DX Handy had base load coil. (Not as efficient 
btw). 


If you put the BNC Radio Shack ant on an MFJ Ant Analyzer, or the Autek RF 
Analyst, you can slide down the top most whip section until you get 50 ohms 
SWR 1:1, on the 10M band segment your DX Handy is crystalled for . 


Use a file to scratch mark, or simply a red or black permanent marker pen to 
color a line on the whip section for ease of extending it in the future from 
fully closed. 


Put whip on the DX Handy and work some DX!

I have one that I use daily with the K1 right now to temporary replace 
the good paddles while I experiment with some paddles. 


As Bob mentions it is the Vibroplex version of the NorCal (K8FF) paddles. 
Improvements include silver contacts with brass knurled knobs for adjustments. 
Large base size and slightly heavier than the NorCal kit paddle. The Code 


Warrior has the narrow paddles, i.e. the plastic finger pieces are on 

the inside, which I prefer over the old wider spacing. But if you really 
want wide spacing then move the finger pieces to the outside or one to 

the outside but then you'll have unequal torques - left as an exercise for 
the students. 


The Code Warrior seems to hold its adjustments well and because I use the 
lightest touch possible I don't have the problem of it moving around the 
desk top as some with heavy fists will have. It does come with a 'mouse 
pad' anti-skid pad that sits under it if you want to keep it from slipping 
around during use. But I like the paddle without it as it puts the finger 
pieces lower where I like them. 


One comment: I don't see too many at the vendor booths at the swap meets. 
I didn't see one at Pacificon and the only one at Tuthill I managed to get. 


For $99 it'll be a good paddle to use until you get a Hensley or Mercury 
paddle. 

I prefer the Brass Racer but I understand where many will not like them due to 
the lightness of touch and the additional expense. 


And where are the machinists in this group? You have an excellent opportunity 
to fill a void at this time, if you have the time and energy. For Iambic 
Paddles 

there are no patents. 


If I can, right after SS, I'll try to get some web pictures but I am unable to 
get to the pages at this time.

Earlier in this thread, Ed Vine, KG6WU questioned "How the heck do you make 
the panel cutouts for the 5 connectors along the edge of the PSK-80 Warbler 
circuit board?" Richard Meiss, WB9LPU then described how to make a 
template by measuring and transferring those dimensions over to a paper 
template, but here's an even easier way. 


We've provided a dimensioned diagram on the Warbler Kit Notes web page 
showing the rear panel cutouts used in the LMB-139 enclosure we used for the 
Warbler Tech Manual. One could either copy the dimensions over to your own 
enclosure of choice and then cut out the holes. Or you could print out the 
dimensioned template at actual size (make the 1" line 1" long on your 
printed version of that web page), paste it onto your enclosure panel and 
carefully centerpunch and drill the holes.) 


One of the neat things about this NN1G board is that the connectors are all 
board-mounted ... this provides a consistent hole pattern for the enclosure 


you want to mount it in. Just cut the holes (carefully), and if you're at 
the right height off the floor inside the enclosure, your standoffs will 
hold the board such that it slides right into place through the holes.

Do you really get that many requests for your QSL that it puts you 
out so badly? I find this hard to believe. 


Many (and it really is MANY) hams, and especially younger/newer 
ones, are into collecting QSLs and/or awards. Yes, YOUR QSL 
could matter to someone who is looking for WAS, or a county 
award, or any number of other domestic awards. Is it really 
worth your "convenience" to treat these requests as a mere 
"nuisance"? 


A couple hundred plain printed cards will set you back $20, and 
last a long time if you never send any out yourself and only reply 
to requests received. That is cheaper, and less effort, than making 
up postcards or note cards or whatever individually. For less than 
that you can use a free QSL printing program to generate a card 

in a stock design. Print up a few dozen on postcard stock and just 
keep them handy. 


I don't get this attitude. On the one hand, we hear constant worries 
about attracting younger hams and keeping them interested, and then 
those who are already licensed and have made thousands of QSOs 

don't feel any responsibility to encourage the beginners who are 
excited to receive a QSL (Yes, ANY QSL. I guess you don't remember 
that thrill.)

It looks like your problem could be solved with a simple set/reset 
flipflop (using a type D or JK flipflop IC, preferable CMOS). Cicuits for 
such are found in many places, including the CMOS Cookbook (by Don 
Lancaster, I think). You would also need to "debounce" your pushbutton, 
probably with a 555 timer monostable circuit. Others cleverer than I 
might suggest that you could use 1/2 of your flipflop chip to do the 
debounce function. Hope this helps.

Hmm, I've seen plenty of torroids wound with stranded wire, but that's 
usually stuff like baluns. But that's usually only because it was wound 
with 2 conductor to make a neat winding. 


Where I always see solid wire is when torroids are ‘mounted down' kind 
of thing. Solid wire is stiffer than stranded wire. Isn't that THE 
reason 

to use stranded wire, that's it's more flexible? And once a torriod is 
made and mounted, it's NOT going to be going anywhere. And in that 
case, solid wire is more compact. In fact, I don't think you can get 
more 

‘dense' than enameled solid wire. And isn't THAT the point? 


As to being easier with stranded... I don't think so. The flexibility 
may 

make it handle easier, but solid wire takes a 'set' when you're winding 
much easier than stranded. 


And as to being ‘better or worse', unless you start bumping the density 
issue, I don't see where it really matters solid or stranded. But 
remember, 

you can bump the density issue fairly quickly on a torroid. The inside 
radius of the ring is really quite small, and ANY increase in wire 
diameter 

will REALLY eat up space quickly! With stranded wire you will have a 
slightly larger diameter from the bare wire, then a significant hit from 


the 
insulation that you won't have with enameled wire.

I think John's remarks were centered on reception of PSK31 signals. A CW 
receiver 

will work fine for that pupose, although he points out, they tend to have a 
rather narrow passband compared with SSB and PSK31- dedicated rigs. That 
translates into a little additional tuning-around to find stations. 


If you can tune to 14070+ with any CW/SSB receiver you can check out the 
action- there was a post a couple months back where someone had used a 
DSW-20 to do just that. PSK31 (the predominant BPSK flavor) is not 
sensitive to USB/LSB, so there's no issue about selecting the correct 
sideband. :-)

In my opinion, this was the Achilles heal of the original K8FF NorCal key. 
I just received my new K8FF/Vibroplex Code Warrior in the mail yestrday, so 
I thought I would comment on it since I've been evaluating so many keys 
during the past several weeks. 


As Chuck points out, the most significant improvements over the K8FF NorCal 
key are the use of silver contacts and the narrower paddle spacing. The 
Norcal key uses stainless-steel hardware for the electrical contacts and I 
believe the original finger peice spacing was well over an inch. The Code 
Warrior uses silver contacts, but the contacts may not be pure silver 


because when contact is made, there is a nice "tick" that clearing indicates 
the absolute end of travel. This is important to me since several iambic 
paddles I've used in the past (including my Brown Brothers BTL) use pure 
silver contacts that have a soft contact closure. The Code Warrior's paddle 
Spacing is approximately 5/8-inch, the same as I have customized on my WBL 
V22. The Code Warrior's paddle finger pieces are composed of 3/16-inch 
polished acrylic or Plexi-glass composition; there's absolutely no paddle 
"flexing" whatsover. This is another important consideration to me. I hate 
using a paddle that has any flexing, even if ever so slight. I simply 
cannot achieve CW speeds in excess of 30 WPM if there's anything but a 
rock-solid feel to my sending. This is why I eliminated the Bencher and 
Schurr from consideration for my future portable QRP operations. Until now, 
I had been using a key from the New Zealand NZART group. Although it is 
engineered and constructed very well using silver contacts, the paddles do 
flex slightly. For anyone interested in knowing more about this key, I've 
listed the NZART URL below: 


http: //www.nzart.org.nz/nzart/branches/chch/branch05/paddle. html 


The overall fit and finish of the Code Warrior is about 7 on a 10 scale. 
While the brass components are brushed and polished, the cutting tolerances 
are simply abysmal and are a poor relection on the Vibroplex company. On my 
Code Warrior, it looks like as if someone took rectagular brass stock, 
placed it in a vice, and began cutting with a hacksaw; the corners are 
anything but perpendicular. On the other hand, the brass knurled screws 
and nuts are machined quite well. Despite the tolerance issue, this does 
not detract from the precise feel of the key. K8FF's use of sleeve bearings 
works remarkably well and its action is nearly as crisp and precise as by 
WBL V22. 


My Code Warrior did not work properly out-of-the-box. I believe Vibroplex 
has a QC issue that's worth mentioning here: the painted base should be 
masked at the point where the ground/shield connect screw attaches to the 
base. Additionally, a stainless-steel lock-washer should be added between 
the head of the grounding screw and the base such that the lock-washer/screw 
will bite into the base and provide for good electrical contact. 


So far, I'm happy with the Code Warrior and for me, I believe it will work 
well for my portable QRP activities.

They were originally designed for 
ultrasonic scanners, but they are fine up to 90 MHz, and have very effective 
AGC. They are not too expensive, and quite easy to obtain.

Last night, I worked Bill, KD7S in Sanger, Dave, AB5PC in Fresno, Ben NW7DX 
near Seattle, and Ron, K7UV from Brigham City, UT. Ron was a new state, 
and he was absolutely floored when he found out I was running 3 watts on 80 
meters.

Now first let me mention that this is not a flame and I don't 
want follow ups, please, pretty please. 


Last night after getting fewer answers to CQs on 40 meters (still 

my favorite band) and deciding to finally get away from the operating 
desk and set up the PSK-80 Warbler I ran into a problem. Well, a 
potential problem. 


NN1G with his PSK-20 rig used a male plug for the DB-9 connector. 
This required me to bounce down 15 miles to Radio Shack and get 
the cable. And wouldn't you know it, when I got home the cable 
was the wrong one and I had to make yet another trip back to 
Radio Shack to get the correct one. The number on the package 
matched the NN1G recommended cable, but out of all that the 
factory packed I get the wrong one. The replacement was correct 
and worked nicely. Could be that some previous customer switched 
the cables for some reason. 


The NJQRP PSK-80 went to the female DB-9 connector. Of course, this 
will not work with the cabling for the SWL rig. But I got lucky in 
that I have a Microchip programmer that uses the other gender, so I 

was able about midnight last night to fire up the Warbler for the first 


time and it worked nicely. No QSOs at that hour as there was not a 
single PSK signal to be seen on the waterfall display. 


With the 0.8AHr battery that I had been using with the K1 I could only 
get 0.5W out and I attribute that to the lower voltage and will go to 
a 26AHr battery tonight to catch the CA gang on 80 meters. 


I had to take down the eMachines system and change drives to go to 

Win98 from LINUX. I have to check to see if the power supply can handle 
two drives and setup a dual boot system. :-) I like the waterfall display 
of digipan and haven't checked on the LINUX software for PSK to see if 

the X-Window system is used nicely with any of the free software there. 
Film at 11 or others can email their experiences using this boards from 
NN1G, et.al. under LINUX. 


OK, back to the original thread. Can everyone work with NN1G on the 
interface connector and nail it down forever. I don't have a preference 
and it'll be a vote on the numbers out of each system. This will 
eliminate the backlash from users of one system getting the other and 
then having to switch cables or get a gender changer. To me it is a 
minor nit that saves us all time in the long run.

One of the things I keep in my ‘emergency box' is a set of cables... 


I have a 25-pin ribbon cable with BOTH a male and female DB-25 on 
EACH end. Yep, 4 connectors on the cable. If it's a DB-25, I can 
connect to it! 


And I also got a piece of 9-pin ribbon cable the same way, BOTH 

male and female DB-9s on EACH end. (Actually, I had some 50 

pin ribbon and I pulled a piece apart to a 25-pin, a 9 pin, and a 15 
pin. But the 15 pin never was made.) 


Then I got hold of some DB shells that are the kind you put a connector 
in BOTH ends, and can wire up a 'patch' in the middle. I put a Male 
and a Female on either end. Now, with that arangement, I can connect 
ANYTHING to ANYTHING. My little ‘shell blocks' contain various 
functions. 

I made up a block that the Lap Link cable. I made up 3 different 
variants 

of a loopback, for BOTH 25-25 pins and 9-9 pins. 


I also keep in that box a 9-25 serial cable. 


Finally, I picked up at a flea a ‘breakout box' that uses switches to 
jumper 

across, and has LEDs. Anything that's not ‘straight across' I can 
‘Jumper 

around' to make it custom. 


If I can't connect at 3am with something from this box, I'm in serious 
trouble. 

While it's not cool to use ribbon cable for audio signals or power, it 
still 

works and lets me ‘get going’. 


Although lately I've been thinking of 'expanding' my box. With RJ-45 


(due 
to the new radios that use it for the mics) and the 8-pin mic jacks. 


Now I gotta work out the best ‘emergency box' type setup to go between 
the different connectors. DB-9 to DB-25 was pretty standard. But the 
RJ-45, 8-pin, and the various 'DIN' plugs will throw a wrench into the 
scheme of a simple selection. I've been thinking of doing the 
equivilent 

of a ‘breakout box' when every connector I have in my box has an adapter 
to to go a 2x13 dip header on a board with switches and jumpers...

I've heard talk about how some PSK-80 Warblers that don't hear well or 
have low power output. One possible explanation is that they are not 
aligned properly. The manual touches briefly on alignment using 

W1AW as a frequency marker. Unfortunately, some of us on the west 
coast can't hear W1AW on 80 meters. I used my own transceiver to 
align my Warbler. Here's how. 


In DigiPan, click on the "Configure" menu. 

Click on "Band." 

Click the "Activate" button for 80m under "Band." 

Under Spectrum Start" type 3582. 

Under "Spectrum Options" click on LSB. 

Click "Okay." 

Fire up your Yaecomwood, set it up for QRP and CW operation. 
Attach a dummy load to the Yaecomwood. 

Set the dial to exactly 3581.00 kHz. 

10. Key the Yaecomwood. You should be able to see its signal in the 
DigiPan waterfall. 

11. Adjust trimmer C3 on the Warbler board until the signal is 
directly under 3581 on the DigiPan display. Your Warbler will now be 
calibrated to the accuracy of the frequency display on the big rig. 


OMAN AOD OKRWNHER 


Click the waterfall at about 3580.5 kHz. From the DigiPan menu, click 
"Mode" and "Tune. With a 13.8 volt power supply you should see about 
3 or 4 watts output. 


Your transmitter output power should drop off below 3580 and above 
3581 kHz. That's normal. On my Warbler, the "Sweet spot" is right 
at 3580.5 kHz and is fairly flat 400 Hz either side.

The Titanic's operators initially sent 
the CQD message. When the Captain came to the Marconi operators and told 
them to again send the message, the operator said "Which one?, to which the 
Captain said "The new one." The two operators then joked between themselves 
that this may be their only chance to ever use it (SOS).
